At 
I  ,h«  «>me  the  settlers  on  the  Missouri 
river  were  in  the  habit  or  making  rc-u. 
Mar  yearly  visits  .to  St.  Louis  "to  "do 
their  trading  for  themselves  and  their 
friends.
